I was as inquisi- 
tive as ever about her methods, and made 
notes of her tips for future reference. 

When + congratulated her on’ the smooth 
and spotless appearance of the paintwork she 
stood at my table in the attitude of a benevo- 
lent’ lecturér and delivered a homily which 
began with a warning against the use of 


colouration—and against very hot water, 
which softens:the surface and lets the dust 


become ingrained. 


Dust First. : : 

** And.don’t use hairy cloths, like flannel,’’ 
she added, “‘ because the bits stick: to the 
paint, and it collects dust faster than ever.” 

After this preface she described her method 
with the aid of one delivering the Decalogue. 

“First dust. the paint thoroughly. ‘Then 
dissolve one ounce of soft soap in hot: water, 
and let it eodl to 'a tepid temperature.’ Add 
a little borax. if .the water is hard. Dip a 
sponge in thé soapy’ water and begin washing 
-upwards, só' that the water won't run down 
and leave streaks. Do a little at-a time; 
sthen rinse with clean warm water, dry with 
a linen cloth, and.polish with a .chamois.”’ 

Here she’drew breath, and then continued, 
pointing, to some, candlesticks painted deco- 
ratively in orange and amber: “ H you. want 
‘to clean articles painted in delicate shades 
don’t use soap.” Sprinkle some - pqwered 
whiting in-a saucer.: Dip a piecé of flannel 
in warm water; wring it out and fold into a 
pad. Dab the pad in the whiting and rub 
the- paint gently to remove all grease and 
dirt. Then sponge’ with warm water and 
polish as before. ' 


Toilet ‘Brushes, | 

I found my -tortoiseshell toilet set, as good 
as new, though I had left the brushes 
behind because the bristles had become soft 
and bent. -I learned that the proper way to 
stiffen bristles is this :— : 

Dissolve .oné.ounce of alum in a quart of 
very hot: water and let it cool. «Then pour 
into a shallow dish, so that the bristles are 
immersed but the: back “of the brush well 
above water.

in, is detestable. Its '' voilette ” is

Shops are closed, witha hittle notice on the

The whole city wears a shirt-sleeve look. 
Only in the suburbs is there any entertaining. 
All-the little and big villas are open, and the 
tennis courts are lively with players—when 
there is no rain. i 

Suburban life is growing more popular. 
People with children are forced to go out of 
Paris to live, simply because they can't find 
room within the city. Many people are buy- 
ing their own houses and taking to gardening 
and golf, when they can afford it. he 
drawback fo suburban life and to country life 
altogether is the difficulty of getting servants. 


Smart Clothes at the Seaside, 


The big houses have just sent some of the 
smartest of the new clothes down to Deau- 
ville, Biarritz and other fashionable seashore 
resorts. In the workrooms here they are 
making models for the August and 
September..openings. . 

I. have seen many of the new materials 
and with these the couturiéres expect to do 
some really original work, There may be— 
indeed, there always are—similar styles in 
different houses, since a kind of wireless tele- 
pathy seéms to influence the dressmakers 
when they are designing the new season s 
clothes. 

Every great house, however, has its own 
personality, due to the man or woman who 
designs the models. You can always tell 
from what house cefiain frocks emanate: 
there is no mistaking them. They have the 
hall-mark. of their own particular designers, 
they have a feminine intuition—even though 
the designers are. genre maaculin—and this 
is a very precious thing. They know the 
wnodern woman as well in their way as Drian 
knows her in his, and as I try to know her 
myself. i é 

The present aim of the Paris cowfurrre 
is to make woman look what she really is— 
a woman first, a decorative expression after. 
I am rather inclined to believe in the theory 
that a woman should go to one dressmaker 
only, if that dressmaker has really succeeded 
in making her feel that she has found some- 
cne who can rightly express her personality 
through the medium of her clothes. 


The Draped Silhouette. 


All women who are trying to borrow 
beauty from their clothes this summer can get 
a substantial advance from the draped sil- 
houette that Paris offers. This is not a 
fashion adopted by the masses. It is 
necessarily: exclusive. Not everybody with a 
yard of cloth can drape a dress in beauty, or 
even a scarf for that matter. Art, with a 
capital ‘‘ A,’’ goes into clever drapery, and 
that is doubtless one of the big reasons why 
the .smartest in Paris are girding their hip- 
lines with drapery, wearing the draped 
bodice, and adhering like adhesive-tape to the 
wrap that is bedraped, rather than bedecked. 
There’s a trick to it, and both beauty-love 
and beauty intelligence are acquired to turn 
it 

The Greeks had the idea in their tunics 
and togas; that’s one reason why there 1s 
more than a little Greek in the new summer 
fashions, ‘The little French midinette has the 
art:in her finger-tip, when she twists a square 
of silk around her neck, or drapes it about 
her shoulders or her waist. 


Beauty via Drapery. 


| Paris i trying to lend beauty via drapery 
on easy terms, however, and to this end the 
draped dress and wrap are arranged as simply 
as possible. Shoulder-lines and blouse-fronts 
are draped in enhancing and enchanting folds, 
while the rest of the bodice, coat or cape 
is cut on regulation straight lines, which 
are every dressmaker’s meat. 

This much drapery does wonders along 
beauty endowment lines, veiling the faultiest 
shoulders’ iti grace, and the most fashionable 
Paris clothes are those that are thus arranged. 
The drapery is often achieved by a scarf that 
is cut in one with the blouse, and the 
draped yoke with scarf or box-ends set into 
waist or coat, is another successful way. 
Afternoon blouses are draped down in front 
ó la Grecque in soft neckless-like folds, or 
shirred vertically. 


Straw F rocks. 


One of the novelties seen on the sands at 
Deauville yeaerday was a frock made of white 
silk straw. The dress looked as if it were 
crocheted, and the effect was really very 
pretty. I have seen other dresses of straw 
here and there, and I have no doubt that 
this kind of tissue will become very popular 
later on on the Riviera, when women will 
have become accustomed to them. 

In different colours, these frocks, against 
a suitable backgorund, are exceedingly 
effective. 

This material seems to be almost uncreas - 
able, although whether the straw would break 
and fall off in bits, leaving unsightly paps 
in the gown, has apparently not yet been 
proved.. Anyway, it will be a pity if a 
musical comedy producer does not seize on 
the idea, and present his chorus in straw 
frocks. 


Drapery Everywhere. 


A fashionable draped wrap is a lined coatee 
of b 5 coloured georgette, marocain or 
crépe-de-chine, cut surplice in the front, and 
draped thus around the waistline, tying at 
the back with a soft bow. Such a wrap may 
be worn over a simple evening gown, thus 
adapting it to the afternoon. 

Draped toques and bonnets made of trans- 
parent straw cloth or straw lace, and of 
silk, supply the beautifying line to the smart 
head. These are usually worn with afternoon 
and dinner dresses in Paris, The simplest 
of sports or morning frocks can be made much 
more beartiful by the addition of a scarf 
draped about the shoulders.

Pierpont Morgan. 


Mr. John Pierpont Morgan, now spend.

A Language *‘ ®Cartyr.”’ 


According to my friend, Ireland is not 
the only country where feelings have been 
stirred over the language question ; for he 
tells me that in Belgium a struggle is at 
present in progress between those who wish 
to see the Flemish language supreme and 
those who prefer French. Belgium is, of 
course, to a large extent bi-lingual ; but in 
recent years a movement has arisen with 
the object of ousting French entirely and 
substituting the more homely; and less 
elegant, Flemish. This movement appears 
to be gaining in strength, and a. difficult 
situation arose the other day, when a 
certain lieutenant of the Belgian Army 
refused to obey an order given in French. 
He was courtmartialled and sentenced to a 
term of imprisonment, but on his release | 
repeated the offence, and was dismissed the | 
service. The incident has aroused popular 
feeling in favour of the ex-lieutenant, and 
enthusiastic demonstrations demanding his 
reinstatement have been held all over the 
country. 

My friend points out that class feeling |

CROP SAVED. 


£1,000,000 FIGHT 
AGAINST FLIES.

As the result of aetivities by a State Oom- 
Mission, sdid to have cost néarly £1,000,000, 
Florida, ona of the fhost fanious of fruit- 
growitig aréas, has been finally relieved of 
the plague of Meditérranean fruit flies which 
thréatened at one time to ruin the State’s 
125,000,000 dollars (£25,000,000) fruit crop. 

For more than two months the farmers 
were kept in a state of almost cortitiuous 
alarm by the depredatiotis of the fruit flies. 
From the end of April a qudaratitine period 
was imposed upon imports calculated to har- 
bour the fly, and inspectois were Sént down 
by the Federal Government at: Washington 
to help in its enforcement. ‘hese inspec- 
tors have now been withdrawn. 


STARVING THE FLIES. 

In the meantime, the State Commission, 
headed by Dr. William Newéll, Florida’s 
Viant Commissioner, and fifaneéd by a grant 
of 4,260,000 dollars voted by Congress, got 
to work within the State on sciértific lines. 
The State was divided into three zones. 
In the infected area, comprising four entire 
counties, all fruit and vegétable crops were 
tiestioyéd in order to ‘statve out the fly.” 

In the nearby or ‘buffer wines” all 
vegetables which were liable to harbour the 
y were itispectéd rigidly, atid in miatiy in- 
stances Suspected crops were ordered to be 
destroyed. In the otitside areas fruits and 
vegetables were not permitted to mattire suffi- 
ciently to offér any attractions for the pest, 
which lives only in ripe fruit and plants. 


BAGGAGE INSPECTED.

On the third 
night James Latimer, of Derrvlurgan, was 
watchman. More than two hundred men and 
boys accompanied the third watchman at his 
Work; but nothing happened. It is recalled 
that ene New Year's eve twenty-two years 
aco an Old woman, who Was coming from 
Ballyjamesduff on a wet and stormy night. 
fell into a deep drain on the roadside and 
was drownéd.

Speaking at a meeting at Clara, King’s 
County, yesterday, Mr. Bean Lemass, T.D. 
said that the meeting oí the British Imperial 
Conference in October heat was charged with 
serious consequences, both political and 
economic, for the people of this country, due 
td the indefinite attitude of the Free State 
Government on all the major issues which 
would be raiséd at it, and some of which had 
a very close bearing on their vital interests. 
purpose of the Imperial Conference was 
to consolidate the British Empire, aud the 
Free State Government appeared to be 
actively co-operating to that end. The con- 
solidation of the Empire, with Ireland inside 
it, was something that must arouse the 
instinctive antagonism of every [rish 
rationalist, The aim of Fianna Fail was 
to gét Ireland out of the Empire. 
COUNCIL OF THE LEAGUE. 

Proceeding, Mr. Lemass said: ‘‘ We believe 
that the mainténancée of the Imperial connec- 
tion in any form will mean our political, 
industrial and caltural domination by Britain. 
The attempt to harmonise Irish interests with 
those of the Empire is bound to fail, and may 
be harmfal. For that reason we protest em- 
phatically against the action of the Free State 
Government in seeking election to the Council 
of the League of Natioiis as the representative 
of the British Empire group. For the same 
reason we think the Government should leave 
the Imperfal Conference severély alone. The 
foreign policy of the Government is operating 
in direct conflict with the traditional! aims of 
[rish nationalism, and is équally detrimental 
to our immediate material interests. 

MINISTERS CRITICISED. 

At previous Meetings of thé Imperial Con- 
ferénce the delégates present were content to 
formulate high-sdunding but meaningless 
phrasés about ' co-equality,’’ which could be 
interpreted in each country in accordance 
with the temporary political requirements of 
its Government. this year, Im the 
Conference was gétting down to busineas in 
more senses than one. The items on the 
agenda includéd the granting of facilities for 
the encouragement of imter-Dominion trade, 


Empire, the éstablishment of a permanent 
Impérial Secretariat, and other matters that 
direetly concern the people of the Free State. 
On each of these matters a clear statement 
of the Government's attitude should be made 
before the Conference commences “It is not 
an open mind.

CRASH. 
INQUESL STORY, 


The Falmer air crash, in which Sergeant 
Owen Hubert MeNair (23), a Reyal Air 
Force pilot, lost his life when his aéroplane 
crashed hear a Territorial camp at Falmer 
on Friday, was investigated by the East 
Sussex Cordner and a jury at Falmer on 
Saturday, 

Major John Livingstone Haniilton, 
RAMC. who was the first to reach the 
‘plane after it had crashed, said MeNair’s 
death was ifstafitaneous. He had exténsive 
wounds to the face, and practically the whole 
of the front of his skull was crashéd in. 

Corporal Edward Clarkson, of the 167th 
Infantry Brigade (T.), describing the crash, 
said that McNair’s ‘plane eame down within 
six or eight feet of the Brigade while they 
were watching six aeroplanes giving- a 
demonstration of how single-seater fighters 
attacked troops. He added that he ran to 
the ‘plane and helped to remove MéNair, 
who Was dead. 

The Coroner—Da you think that if he had 
not crashed he would have flown into the 
soldiers ? 

(Aarkseon-—Yes, sir. 

Squadron-Leader Sidney Toomer, of the 
4th Squadron, R.A.F., stationed at South 
Farnborough, said that he was in charge of 
a demonstration of how single-seater fighters 
attacked troops on the march.

The news that goods from Canada and 
the United States soon will be carried to 
India by air in fourteen days raises again 
the purely economic aspect of Indian 
affairs in relation to the hopes that are 
being entertained for the development of 
reciprocal preferences within the Empire.

The national survey of the rating of 
England and Wales, which has just been 
issued by the Ministry of Health, throws 
much light on the conditions that have 
been created by unemployment. As a re- 
sult of the “ de-rating ” scheme, the sum 
that the ratepayers have been required to 
pay during the last year for which figures 


are available is nearly £11,000,000 less | 


than the sum for the previous twelve 
months; but local authorities were given 
grants by the Government, and their total 
receipts for 1929-1950 amounted to the 
huge sum of £168,500,000. The disparity 
between the rates levied in various areas 
is remarkable. Of the urban areas, 
Bournemouth pays only 7s. in the pound, 
while Gelligaer, in Glamorgan, pays 
27s. lld. In the rural parishes thá rate 
in Cumberland sixpence, while in 
Glamorgan, again, it is no less than 
28s. 6d. Glamorgan—indeed all South 
Wales—is the focal point of the unemploy- 
ment problem. Conditions in this part of 
Britain are appalling. The number of 
persons who draw the ‘‘ dole ” is increas- 
ing steadily, and those ratepayers who still 
are solvent are forced to contribute enor- 
mous sums towards the maintenance of the 
workless. The average rate in the urban 
areas throughout Britain continues to be 
high. In 67 per cent. of the towns it 
varies from eight to twelve shillings, while 
in 58 per cent. of the towns it varies from 
ten to fourteen shillings. In Ireland 
the rates always have been too high, and in 
most places the return to the ratepayers in 
the shape of services has been much less 
than in Britain. Since the replacement of 
the Dublin Corporation by Commissioners 
there has been a marked improvement in 
the capital, but the administration of some 
of the smaller towns leaves much to be de- 
sired. The Dublin townships, on the other 
hand, have prided themselves on their 
economical methods. How their ratepayers 
will fare under the Greater Dublin scheme 
remains to be discovered.

Very few persons appreciate the value 
of the hen as an economic asset. Poultry 
farming in these islands is regarded as 
a kind of harmless fad, while the average 
farmer tolerates the hen-coop as a 
perquisite of his wife. Recently, however, 
the agricultural communities have been 
awakening .» the importance of poultry, 
and considerable progress has been made— 
especially in the six counties of Northern 
Ireland. It is a significant fact that the 
Northern area has a population of poultry 
twice as dense as that of any other part 
of the British Isles. At present there are 
no fewer than “ 000,000 fow] in Northern 
Ireland, and the province draws an income 
of £5,000,000 a year from the export of 
eggs and poultry. Under Government 
auspices tlfe industry is thriving. County 
Down now has the most important research 
centre in the British Empire for poultry 
nutrition, and the most modern methods 
are being applied to .he problem of egg 
production. In the Free State the farmers 
have been slow to grasp their opportunities 
in respect of poultry farming, but the egg 
trade is improving steadily. There is 
almost unlimited scope for development. 
The market for fresh eggs in England 
is enormous—no less than £20,000,000 
were paid for foreign eggs last year— 
and the Free State has a great 
advantage in its. geographical position. 
With the progress of civil aviation eggs 
soon will be carried from Ireland to 
London in a couple of hours. Even with 
the comparatively slow transport of rail 
and steamer, the Free State exporter can 
deliver his eggs far more quickly than his 
continental competitors, and, now that 
Mr. Hogan’s system of stamping is in 
force, the. market for Free State eggs— 
although for some absurd reason they still 
are classed as ‘!foreign’’—is increasing 
rapidly. The egg trade is worth more to 
Northern Ireland than the ship-building 
industry; it certainly is worth more to 
the Free State than all its protected manu- 
factures combined.

Tariff Reform. 
Free traders in the Government who ar ' 
flirting with protection seek to salve their 
fiscal consciences by the profession that ( 
they would impose tariffs to raise revenue, 
and not as protective duties. Mr. J. H. 
Thomas has abandoned his long allegiance 
to the Manchester School, simce his fre- 
quent visits to the Dominions apparently 
have impressed him with the advantages 
of tariffs as a means to prevent “ dump- 
ine.” He is not the only member of the 
Cabinet whose views on free trade have 
been undermined by the decline of British 
industries and the resultant, unemploy- 
ment. It is said that Mr. Macdonald is 
cultivating “ an open mind '” on the sub- 
ject—even in defiance of the counsels of 
such an obstinate apostle of Cobdenism as 
Mr. Snowden. Apart from his abhorrence 
of protection, the Chancellor of the Ex 
chequer never could fall into line with 
Mr. Thomas on this matter. The free 
trade luncheons, which have become a 
feature of Downing street, are a formid- 
able obstacle to a change of attitude.

Labour's Independents. 


Some plain speaking may be expected at 
the forthcoming conference of the Labour 
Party—especially in reference to some oi 
the recalcitrant left wingers, who lose no 
opportunity to gibe at the Government. 
The attempt to diseipline. them at the 
party's private meetings at Westminster 
have been ineffective; in fact, since Mr. 
Arthur Henderson mildly lectured them 
on their political pose, the insubordination 
has increased. The Government must face 
sufficient embarrassments without any 
further difficulties, thrust upon them by 
their own back-benchers. These noisy ex- 
ponents of ‘‘ Socialism in our time " wil! 
be told frankly at the conference that they 
must conform with the general discipline 
of the party, or must depart from it. The 
latter alternative would carry with it with- 
drawal of financial support at the next 
election. 


Farther Disarmaments. 


The question of the disbandment of some 
battalions of the Foot Guards has been 
more or less to the front ever since the Ist 
and 2nd Life Guards were amalgamated 
into one unit, and the War Office has been 
considering what reductions can be made 
in this direction. In Service circles it is 
believed that considerable economies will 
be made in the Brigade in the next finan- 
cial year. The Grenadiers and the Cold- 
streamers are both regiments of three 
battalions ; the Scots are composed of two, 
while the Irish and the Welsh have one 
each. It has been suggested that there 
ought to be reductions to single battalions, 
which would mean the disappearance of 
5,555 officers. and men—a Guards’ batta- 
lion 's peace establishment was 711 of al! 
ranks. This proposal makes special appeal 
to the Government, because it would mean 
a direct annual saving of over half a 
million sterling, since the cost of a 
battalion of the Household troops is 
£101,100 per annum, The 2nd Grenadiers 
have been selected to relieve the Welsh 
Guards now in Egypt later in the year. 


Railway Reductions. 

It is not unlikely that other railway 
companies will reduce their staffs, herein 
following the example of the London and 
North-Eastern, and throwing several 
thousand more men out of work. All the 
lines are feeling a repercussion of the 
industrial situation, and. moreover, have 
been hit badly by the enormous growth 
of motor transport along the roads. The 
voluntary reduction of 24 per cent. of 
wages, which was made not ‘ong 
tided matters over for a time, and the 
employés now are face to face with further 
cuts if large numbers are not to be work- 
less as the alternative. The men’s union 
is watching the position closely, and there 
are murmurs of a strike if the companies 
seek arbitrarily to impose wave reductions. 
It is to avert this trouble that a policy 
of economy by dismissals has been 
decided. A round-table conference of 
representatives of both sides probably wil! 
be arranged in the near future to discuss 
matftrs. 


Scotland Yard. 

The ‘‘smash and grab’’ tactics of motor 
bandits have been so much on the increase 
in London that Lord Byng has decided to 
augment the Flying Squad by about a 
score, with the necessary equipment of 
specially constructed cars. Scotland Yard 
is not too high in public favour just now, 
in view of the complaint that too many 
perpetrators of minor crimes manage to 
escape detection. The difficulties which 
confront the police—a body which is 
numerically inadequate to cover all 
their multifarious metropolitan duties— 
are not appreciated § sufficiently. In 
the practical work there is generally 
an absence of those ‘‘luck-clues ”’ 
which shower on the detectives in 
the “ best sellers."" One of the novelties 
of the new police cars will be handcuffs 
attached to chains and securely fixed 
inside, which will enable an officer to 
make sure of a prisoner if he is required 
to leave the vehicle and to go to a 
comrade’s assistance. 3

ADEQUATE BRITISH 

FORCES IN THE AREA.

PESHAWAR, Saturday. 

It is pointed out here by people well 
acquainted with the real state of things, 
that the lashkar’s advance on Peshawar 
can hardly be classed as a tribal rising, 
as it is composed almost wholly of 
youths, who have evidently been told by 
disaffected people in Peshawar that the 
people might rise if supported, and that 
there was a prospect of looting. Other- 
wise, it is observed, the present: advance 
of the Afridis, who dislike hot weather 
and live in the hills, is unaccountable. 

Lieutenant-General C. A. C. Godwin is 
in command of the district, where, be- 
sides the normal garrison, there have not 
been more than four battalions employed 
according to requirements, and, of these 
four additional battalions, one battalion 
and one company have been British. 

The lashkar has never numberéd more 
than three thousand at any time, while 
those sections which have scattered them- 
selves. in certain villages to the south- 
east of Peshawar do not exceed a few 
hundreds. . 

The Air Force continue to do excellent 
work in repulsing the tribesmen. Six 
squadrons have been constantly engaged 
in bombing since Wednesday mid-day, and 
have dropped six thousand of a special 
type of bomb.in a single day. 

Altogether the land and Air Force is 
considered’ ample to cope with any 
possible big attack. The weather condj. 
tions, however, are deteriorating.

RENTERS’ THREAT TO FREE 
STATE. 

By Our PoriticaL CORRESPONDENT. 

Cinema theatres in the Irish Free State 
may have to close down ‘if the renters’ 
threat to withhold supplies of “talking” 
and “silent” films is carried into effect. 
Up to June last only “ silent ” films were 
subject to censorship, but a short measure 
passed by the Oireachtas before the recess 
gave authority to the Film Censor to 
examine and censor, if ‘necessary, ‘‘ talk- 
ing ” films. 

A considerable number of “talking” 
films have been rejected by the Free State 
Film Censor, with the result that the film 
companies—most of whom are represented 
in special offices in Dublin—have declared 
their intention of closing down their 
Dublin offices and withholding film sup- 
plies from the Free State altogether if the 
rigid cinema gó: is not modified. 

It is stated by the leading film renters 
in Dublin that the conditions imposed 
under the new Act by the Film Censor 
and the Appeals Board are so severe that 
it is almost impossible for them to conduct 
their business on an eeonomic basis. 

It is argued, on the other hand. that, 

some of the films recently rejected are 
unsavoury and quite unfitted for exhibi- 
tion. 
The matter will be thrashed out between 
Mr. J. FitzGerald-Kenney, Minister for 
Justice, and a deputation representing the 
film-producing and distributing companies 
at a meeting which will shortly be held.

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A cloud will rest over the annual con- 
ference of the Miners’ Federation, which 
opens at Weston-super-Mare te-day, in 
consequence of the recent sudden death oí 
the treasurer, Mr. W. P. Richardson. 

Tho President, Mr. T. Richards, and 
the Secretary, Mr. A. J. Cook, issued the 
following statement ° yesterday :—‘ Mr. 
Richardson’s death is not only a great loss 
to the miners, but at this juncture par- 
ticularly it is a loss to the mining in- 
dustry and the public,” Mr. Richardson 
was of a determined temperament, and 
very anxious to avoid a stoppage in the 
industry, and had he lived, he would have 
helped Bre Federation officials in their 
great task of working successfully the Coal 
Act, with which many of the miners are 
not fully in agreement. 

Mr, rlerbert Smith, who resigned the 
Presidency over a difference on policy in 
the middle of the year, is attending ‘he 
Conference as a delegate for Yorkshire. 
He is definitely standing as a candidate 
for the Presidency in opposition to Mr. 
Tom Richards. There are no other can- 
didatess Mr, Smith’s decision to contest 
the Presidency is regard-d by the miners’ 
leaders—the Press Association under- 
stands—as a challenge by Yorkshire on 
the Federation’s policy on the Coal Act 
and the spread-over of hours. 

Yorkshire intends, if permitted by the 
Conference, to move an emergency resolu- 
tion to prevent any district making ap- 
plication for the working of the spread- 
vver. 

The ‘Executive feel that if this is carried 
it will amount to a vote of censure on 
them for agreeing to the spread-over 
clause under certain conditions. 

There will also be a critical discussion 
during the week, and a vital decision un 
the question of the seven hours’ day. The 
Coal Act reduces the hours to seven and 
a half, but Yorkshire is demanding by 
resolution a fulfilment of the Govern- 
ment’s pledge to introduce a seven hours’ 
day. 

The Executive consider that this is a 
challenge on the whole question, and they 
will urge the Conference not to support 
Yorkshire in foreing the position, and 


not to prejudice the future, but to wait 


until a favourable opportunity oceurs for 
a further reduction of working hours.

While abroad Sir Hubert enlisted the 
servieés of two of the three scientists he 
hopes to take with him on the trip, and 
purchased much equipment for the 
Nautilus, including deep sea sounding 
apparatus and gravitation instruments. 
_ The two men who have joined the 
expedition are Dr, H. U. Sverdrup, the 
famous Norwegian meteorologist and ex- 
plorer, who is an expert on Arctic cur- 


Mienesz, Dutch scientist, who already has 
circumnavigated the earth at the Equator, 
testing and experimenting with his 
cravity machine. One more _ scientist 
remains to be selected. 

Lincoln Ellsworth, who flew over the 
North Pole with Nobile and now is on a 
scientific expedition to: Labrador, may 
join the expedition as co-leader. Sir 
Hubert said, adding that nothing would 
please him more. 


ICE-BORING APPARATUS. | 

The Nautilus is being equipped with ice- 
boring apparatus, which will make it pos- 
sible for them to get air no matter how 
thick the ice above them. She will be 
equipped with radio so that they will be 
in constant communication with the out- 
side world, and to Sir Hubert the voyage 
carries no more hazards than would any 
trip to the ends of the earth. He will ‘be 
taking less risk, he believes, than he did 
in his flight across the Arctic Cirele from 
Point Barrow to Spitzbergen, or on hig 
two aerial expeditions to Antarctica. 

Lady Wilkins, the former Suzanna 
Bennett, actress, returned. with Sir 
Hubert, still arguing vainly, she said, 
for a place as a member of the Nautilus’s 
crew. She has met only with flat refusals 
so far, she said, but she hopes to change 
her husband’s mind for him before next 
spring. 

‘Of course, they need a little enter- 
tainment on a three months’ voyage,’* she 
said, ‘‘ and I could do a song and dance 
for them.’’ 

Sir Hubert and Miss Bennett were 
married last summer in Cleveland, but as 
he left almost immediately for the 
Antarctic, they had to postpone their 
honeymoon until this summer. They were 
two months in Europe, a month of which 
they spent at Mr. Ellsworth’s castle near 
Lensbourg, Switzerland. 

Lady Wilkins hopes to find a play for 
the winter season.

FOUR MONTHS’ REVENUE. 

The Northern Ireland Exchequer return 
for the four months ending 31st July, 
1930, which has just been issued, shows a 
balance in the Exchequer on that date of 
£25,783. 

The total revenue and other receipts 
fon the four months, including the 
balance of £56,901 brought forward, was 
£5,161,917. The transferred revenue 
amounted to £477,493, including £219,000 
estate duty, £147,493 motor vehicle duty, 
and £84,000 stamp duty. 

The residuary share of reserved revenue 
received for the current years was 
£1,549,250. and in respect of the previous 
year £24,345. Land purchase annuities 
amounted to £312,000, and the Imperial 
contribution towards the Northern Ireland 
Unemployment Fund under the equalisa- 
tion payment agreement totalled £117,686. 
Ulster’ Savings Certificates issued 
amounted to £140,840. 

On the expenditure side the total of 
the supply services. for the four months 
was £2.557,851, and included £205,000 for 
Constabulary, £422,000 for old age pen- 
sions, £713,500 for education, £375,000 
grants to local authorities, and £469,601 
for unemployment insurance and relief 
grants. 5 

During the four months loans to the

The last word is with the Jirgas, or tribal 
assemblies, and these bodies have little 
power to compel a strong and vociferous 
minority to obey their decisions. Of late, 
too, there have been signs that the young 
bloods have been growing more critical of 
their seniors. | 


THE GENERAL FRONTIER 
SITUATION. 

The raiders will, of course, be expelled, 
proceeds The Times, and the Indian 
Government will then have to take stock 
of the general frontier situation and to 
inquire closely into the origin of the 
propaganda, which for the second time this 
year has brought Afridi warriors into the 
plains of.the Indus. 

This year’s tribal disturbances have 
made two points very clear. In the first 
place, the former disscciation of frontier 
politics from those of India is quite ' 
obviously at an end. The forces of dis- 
order, whether they are styled Nationalist 
or Communist, have found means of estab- 
lishing touch with the wilder spirits in the 
hills, and have learnt how to play upon 
their grievances, théir ambitions and their 
fanaticism. ©Commonplaces about the 
differences im character and _ outlook 
between the disaffected elements in the 
Indian cities ‘and the Pathans of the 
frontier must net:be allowed to obscure the 
fact that co-operation, however temporary, 
between these elements has been proved. 

It might be renewed 'únléss the tribes- 
men come té realise that their allies will 
neither participate in the serious business 
of fighting and being killed, nor pay the 
fines which the Government will levy on 
rebellious villages. -Until their conversion 
the Government of the north-west. frontier 
province will have. to devise . drastic 
measures against the propagandists, on 
whom, rather than on the ignorant Afridi 
fighting men, rests the responsibility for 
the loss of life on both sides which these 
raids involve. 

The other lesson of this year’s frontier 
troubles deserves the careful attention of 
the Imperial General Staff. Whatever may 
be the effect of bombing by aeroplanes in 
open countries like Iraq,: where vast 
stretches of ground are as fat and open as 
Lord's cricket ground, it would seem that 
punitive action by aircraft has lost its 
terrors to the Pathan. Against mobile and 
intelligent opponents in broken moun- 
tainous country, the utility of the air arm 
for _— purposes may have been over- 
rated, 


THE HIRE SYSTEM. 

The Morning Post'-vemarks :—Fears have 
been widely expressed that the enormous 
structure of credit which has been built up 
ón the hire-purchase system would collapse 
like a house of cards when assailed by the 
winds of depression. The test is now upon 
us, and the gloomy prophecies of the Cas- 
sandras have not’ so far been fulfilled. All 
accounts agree that the number of defaults 
in instalment payments has been ‘nfinitesimal 
both here and in America. This is a tribute 
at once to the skill with which the 
hire-purchase system has been organised and 
to the honesty and respect for obligations 
displayed by the general public. 
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‘AFRIDI RAIDERS. 

The Daily Telegraph to-day remarks :— 

Afridi raiders have penetrated even nearer to 
Peshawar than they did .at the time of 
their last :epulse—a sufficiently crushing one 
as it seemed—two months ago.. It is to be 
borne in mind that the. frontier has been im 
a ferment now for more than three months, 
and that during the whole of that time air- 
craft have been patrolling, and when neces-

LORD KYLSANT’S 
RESIGNATION. 


SURPRISE IN BELFAST. : 


It is announced that Lord Kylsant has 
retired from the Chairmanship of Messrs, 
Harland and Wolff, Ltd., Belfast, ship- 
builders, and that his place will be taken 
by Mr. Frederich Ernest Rebbeck, one of 
the managing directors. 

THE NEWS IN BELFAST. 

Belfast has been greatly surprised by 


the receipt of the news that Lord Kylsant , 


has resigned the Chairmanship of Messrs. 
Hiarland and Wolff, Ltd. No reason can 
be obtained locally for this step, but it 
is uuderstood that it has been due to the 
many calls upon his time by the shipping 
companies of which he is Chairman, and 
other public duties. 

Some of the most famous vessels in the 
world belong to one or other of the many 
companies with which Lord Kylsant: is 
associated, and he has been Chairman of 
Harland and Wolff’s since the death of 
Lord Pirrie in 1923. 


AN ORDER SUSPENDED. 

It will be recalled that two years ago 
the White Star Line Company, of which 
he is the Chairman; gavé’ Belfast an 
order for a super-liner of 60,000 tons, 
which was to cost nearly £6,000,000, and 
to be roughly 1,000 feet in length, but 
the order was suspended soon after the 
keel had been prepared, and instead the 
White Star Company gave an order for a 
sister ship ot the motor vessel Britannic 
(27,000 tons). The Britannic is already 
on the company’s service, and her sister 
ship is due to be launched early next 
year. 

Lord Kylsant is the biggest shipowner 
in the world, and the tonnage under his 
control is close on three millions. He is 
still identified with such well-known 
shipping lines as the Royal Mail, Union 
Castle, Oceanic Steam Navigation, Lam- 
port and Holt, Elder Dempster, Ocean 
Transport Co., and many others. 


A BUSY LIFE. 

Lord Kylsant was born in 1863, and:+is 
the third son of the late Canon Sir James 
Philipps, Bart. Besides having served on 
numerous Government committees and in- 
quiries, he is President cf the British Im- 
perial Council of Commerce, and a past 
President of the Chamber of Shipping of 
the United Kingdom and of the London 
Chamber of Commerce. 

His political activities include the Vice- 
Chairmanship of the National Unionist 
Association and the Chairmanship of the 
Wales and Monmouthshire Unionist 
(‘ouncil, while he was also a member of 
Parliament for Pembroke and Haverford- 
west, 1906-10; Chester, 1916-18: and the 
City of Chester Division, 1918. Lord 
Kylsant, who is greatly interested in am- 


bulance work, is Sub-Prior of the Prioty’ 


for Wales, and in 1916 he was made a 
Knight of Justice of St. John of Jerusa- 
lem. In 1912 he was awarded the Grand 
Cross of the Spanish Red Cross. 


THE THREE BROTHERS. 

He was gazetted an honorary captain 
in the Royal Naval Reserve im 1914, .was 
elevated to the peerage with the title of 
Baron Kylsant of Carmarthen in 1925, 
and is Lord iLeutenant of Haverforewest 
and Deputy Lieutenant for Pembroke- 
shire. One of his brothers is Lord St. 
Davids. and another is Sir Laurence 
Philipps, Chairman of the United British 
S.S. Company and other firms. The

Are the examinations prescribed for Pro 
bationer nurses too “ stiff’’? This was the 
question discussed last Saturday at the 
meeting of the Newtownards Board of 
Guardians. The matter arose out of the 
resignation of Nurse Kennedy, an assistant 
nurse in the Infirmary. and the Clerk 
informed the board that they were now three 
short on the nursing staff. - 

Miss Gregg introduced the question of the 
examinations, and said that there seemed to 
be a shortage of qualified nurses. She 
wondered if it were possible for any board 
to suggest to the Government that they were 
making the examinations extraordinarily stiff 
and were disqualifying a large percentage of 
good nurses. She thought there were only 
two who had passed the examination. “I 
think,” said Miss Gregg, “ the examinations 
must be getting very stiff, either that or the 
intelligence of the young women of the 
province must be getting very low. I do not 
think the latter is the case.” 

Mr. Cardy said that he thought it should 
be brought before the notice of the Govern- 
ment, 

Miss Gregg said that they who were willing 
to nurse were not allowed to pass the 
examinations because of the severity of the 
tests. 

Mr. Coulter—There are a lot of hospitals 
in the country where there are splendid 
nurses who are not qualified. 

Senator Hill Dickson said that it was the 
British Medical Association which prepared 
the papers. ' I agree,’’ he said, “ with Miss 
Gregg that a letter should be sent to the 
Ministry, pointing out that it is owing to 
the diffieult examination that these young 
ladies have been prohibited from qualifying, 
and suggesting that perhaps something could 
be done towards modifying the examination. 

It was decided that the matter should be 
included in the minutes to go before the 


Ministry.

100 TO 7 WINNER. 
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Horse Show Week had a splendid ending 
on Saturday, when a great crowd of people 
turned up to witness the fine sport provided 
by the Phenix Park Club. It was like old 
times to see such a crowd at this venué, and 
once more it was made evident that a good 
race always attracts. It was unquestionably 
a very fine race for the Phoenix Plate, and it 
was won by Mr. J. H. H. Peard’s Galapas, 
a Prince Galahad elding, which was bred 
by the late Mr. W. B. Purefoy and pur- 
chased last year at Messrs. Hartigan’s sale 
at Limerick for the moderate figure of 120 
guineas. The Irish jockey, H. Beasley, 
crossed over specialiy from England to ride 
Mr. Peard’s two-year-old. 

The big attendance was reflected in the 
" tote’’ takings, which amounted to £2,663 
18s. 

While no excuse could be offered for the 
running of any horse in the race, and the 
winner well deserved his success, the 
s» honours went to 
Bayard, who, in 
attempting to concede 
Slb. to the winner, 
finished third hardly 
a length behind. It 
was a ay: age race, 
set going 
ticularly te ” ehort 
on the part of Mr. 
W. H. Bradley, the 
starter, and there 
could be no gainsay- 
ing that the winner 
was the best horse at 
the weights, It was 
only his third race, the 
other two occasions 
being failures, but he 
is a good-looking two-year-old, and has pro- 
gressed in the right direction since we first 
saw him at the early April meeting at the 
Phenix Park. There were no less than 
sixteen runners for the big race, and Bayard 
was a firm favourite to the end, while Galapas 
was about as well supported as any of the 
others. Knight of the Mist, who finished 
second,- had not previously been seen on a 
racecourse. He is by Knight of the Garter, 
out of Mountain Mist, and k— purchased by 
P. Behan on behalf of Mr. J. Kelly for 
540 guineas at last vear's Hallsbside, sales. 

The Phenix Plate apart, the rac ing was 
up to a high standard of excellence all 
through, and we began with the success of 
Bray "Bean in the Navan Plate, Mr. J. J. 
Murphy's herse getting the better of a good 
finish with Silent Service and Freighter, 
the last-named avain disappointing his con- 
nections. The selling handicap for two-year- 
olds was won. by Flying Reynard, whose first 
success this was, and the first race actually 
won by Mr. J. Cunningham, who is a new- 
comer to the ranks of owners. Mr. B. 
Nugent subsequently bought the winner, but 
the colt is not likely to make a change of 
stables. Another runner, Bridge of Ross, 
was sold to Mr. J. Me Enery for 45° guineas. 

Prior to Mr. Peard’s success with Galapas 
he also captured the North Wall Plate with 
The Whooper, who was ridden by the stable 
jockey, J. Connolly, and not by H. H. 
Beaslev, who came over to ride Galapas. 
The Whooper was always travelling like the 
winner of the race, and he quickly put paid 
to thé“áccount of the unreliable Loch~ Sol, 
who made a race of it for a good portion 
of the journey.
